Tlu* vegetn- 
thiu Indicate* con*lderab|e rainfall through 
out of thin valley, and I do not think Irri¬ 
gation will be required; but If so there I* 
abundance of water for ibis purpose u, 
the creeks flowing through the valley. I 
nm Informed by trapper* who have winter¬ 
ed here that tbe no* I* from three to 
four feet iu depth, and tbe timber and 
bushes indicate a considerable snowfall. 
The altitude ia about 1.830 feet above sen 
lovdl. Tbe general formation la grunite. 

From the mouth of Canoe river to Crew* 
Rapids, a distance of about twenty-two 
miles in a north westerly course, the valley 
will average about oue-bulf mile in width. 
It has good clay soil, with a gravelly *ub- 
soil; small eedar and spruce timber, und 
considerable bush. The river Is from 4Ul 
to l-.OIX) feet In width, with an average 
currant of about lire miles per hour. The 
banks uro from six to fifteen feet high, 
showing a good, clean .day soli. 

Near Grew* rapid* tbe valley widens oui 
from one to two miles wide, and continue* 
the same north westerly course to Tete 
Juarie Cache, on the Fraser river. It ha* 
been run over with Hr*, nnd the timber 
and bush lu the valley, as well ns ii|*»n 
the mountains. ore u youug growth. From 
about Grew* Hapbl* we left the wet belt 
nml entered a drier country. We did not 
see mo** upon the ground and timber a* 
we did below and on the Columbln river. 
The soil is n blue clay live to fifteen feet 
deep, wltb a gravelly sob-soil, covered In 
many place* with one to two feet of black 
vegetable muck; small cedor, cotton-wood, 
spruce, and hazel bushes In patches nnd 
clumps; good meadow* from ten to two 
hundred acres scattered throughout the 
valley. The soli und climate ore very much 
tuiperior to that At the month of the river. 
The snow and rainfall 1* also lu**. The 
river Is from 100 to 400 feet In width, very 
crooked, and ba* an average current of 
about two tulles an hour; bunk* from six 
to fifteen feet high. 

I ntn Informed by -Messrs. Blackman* and 
Jackaon, who spent tbe Inst two winters in 
this valley, that the snow was not over 
fifteen Inches deep at any time, and tbe 
winter was very mild. The timber nud 
Iw-aver cuttings indicate a very light snow¬ 
fall. I did not seen any beaver cutting* 
over twelve or eighteen inches above tbe 
ground. I nm abio Informed that tbe 
spring weather open* from a month to six 
week* earlier here than at the mouth of 
tbe river. The mountains generally conn* 
down with low foot hills ami benches, and 
ip many places these benches along tbe 
base of the mountains are good soil nud 
could .be cultivated; good feed for stock 
In the bottom* and benches. Bear and 
cArtt>0o are very plentiful along tbe river. 
We found uuim-rou* ludinu camp* along 
the river, presumably left hr Frees, who 
may have come In from the Northwest by 
way of Jasper House. 

At Camp 2*1 about thirty-throe miles 
above Grew* Itaplds lubout fifty-cue miles 
by riven, tbe river take* n southwesterly 
course for about four uille* to the foot of 
the canyon, at tbe head of navigation for 
boats, but tbe valley continue* tbe same 
northwesterly course for about twenty 
mile* to Tete Juan* ('ache, on the Fraser 
river, and I* from two to four mile* in 
width: rtrat-elura clay soil, with small cot¬ 
ton-wood, 'willow, alder, and haze! busli: 
hUo some small pine* and hemlock timber. 
The mountain* on each able are low. of .-i 
granite formation, and come down with 
foot' bills and brnrhc*. 

Cranberry lake cover* about 1,800 acres, 
and I* a shallow body of water: I* situ¬ 
ated itboot two miles north of Trail Cross¬ 
ing; could be easily drill mil uud made luto 
dry land. 

If Irrigation should be required there I* 
abundance of water for Urn! purpose In tbe 
creeks running through tb* valley every 
few mile*, and the water could be brought 
upon ihe land with very little expense, 
dome of the larger creek* come out of large 
valleys. The altitude Is about 2.2W feet 
above sea level. 

I estimate tbe distance from Bevelstoke 
to (tamp 27 iTrail (’roeslug) ut about 174 
mile* by^ water, and about 150 miles by 
it wagon road route. At this point the 
bushes and timber also Indicate a light 
snow -full, und I am Informed by Mr. Jos¬ 
eph Null, of Month Thompson river, who 
was with a 0. 1*. Ft. survey party through 
this country a* packer In 1874-5, that they 
wintered ttielr stork here, and never had 
over eight to ten Inches of *now. I think 
tbe climate 1* very similar to that around 
Kamloops. Judging from the general up 
penrnnee of the country. The first frost 
ibis sermon occurred on tbe night of Sep¬ 
tember 1 Mc.Ii. nud previous to thl* then* 
had been abont two weeks’ rain. There 
wot wet went her In Kamloops correspond¬ 
ing with thin, and frost about the same 
• 111* 

We left Camp 27. at Trail Crossing. on 
the morning of September Mb. arriving «r 
Ueveletoko on the evening of September 
27th. We were 14 1-2 days going up from 
llevdKtoke to tbe month of ('tiiioe river, 
nud 11 1-2 days from tbe mouth of Canoe 
river to Trail Framing, t ump 27 (actual 
working day■ I. 1 think the trip could be 
made In 15 to 20 day* at favorable stages 
of the river. . 

The Columbia river from Revelsiokr to 
the mouth uf Canoe river could be made 
navigable for steamboat* ut almost nil 
atngM of the year. Neither Canoe river 
nor Wood river Is uavlgable for strata ras. 
but' a go-el wagon road could be built 
through the Canoe river valley very eliran- 
|y ami this seem* to me the most feasible 
way of bringing this Iwoutlful valley 
within the reach of settlers: or the-trail no 
the t'olumhl* river, which ends nt Smith 
creek, could be continued up to tbe mouth 
of Canoe river, about twenty-sev en u»lh;«. 
nnd widened for a wagon road If rvqulr- 

I did not see any Indie*Uona of mineral 
along the Canoe river, but as w* were not 
out of the valley 1 ain not warrtntvd In 
•MVltig that thl" I* • mineral country 
The well known “Brunett” mle. u. ura «re 
allusled about eight mile* H-W- of Tete 
ICache, ami Judging from the last 
canto of mica brought X>wu this 
mlntw have a promising future.

and white pine, whilst small berth* of ex¬ 
cellent cedar occupy the lower lauds, and 
more particularly along the course of Put¬ 
nam creek. 

In-vastatcd by Fire—Tbe valley bus been 
covered In the past with a magnificent for 
eat of heavy mixed timber, but tbe great 
hotly has been destroyed by fire, which 
passed through this section about eight 
year* ago, leaving the ground atrewn with 
their great trunks, and perfectly dry. The 
valley whs visited again by the fire fiend 
Ust summer, and tbe greater portion of it 
was swept dear of all sign* of vegetation; 
the charred trunks of the hemlocks alone 
remain standing or strew the ground U|* 
on the upper benches. 

Second Growth—A second growth I* seen 
where the fire last summer hart n»rt passed, 
cmtcdMtlug of willow, Small tioplar and al¬ 
der. with some pat'-hc* of pines upon tin- 
more exposed *l.<pe*. 

Boll—The mil for the most i*art consist* 
of a reddish-brown h>am, lutcreneraed with 
a small shale, with a subsoil or grey day. 
Average depth of noil 18 Inches. 

Meadows—Numerous beaver iu endows are 
found throughout the valley, Yurying in 
extent from one .acre to several hundred. 
The meadow lands ore of the richest de¬ 
scription. and for the most part are very 
readily reclaimed; In most eases Ihe open¬ 
ing up and deunlng out the obstructions 
found In the water course* being nil thut la 
required: In other portions, being thinly 
covered by n growth of small black birch 
and willow, grabbing will be required. On 
eAMiutnnUon of the *oil I found It to con¬ 
sist of about two feet <>r fim- Mack sandy 
loam, with a subsoil of pure blue day. 

Irrigation—The facilities for Irrigation 
here are simply unequalled in any other 
section of the district visited, small spring 
creeks being found on almost every tulle 
of land traversed. 

Water Power-Numerous water powers 
are ft und upon the larger streams, mdably 
tliat upon ('bristle's creek, having a fall of 
some 900 feet, with a vertical fall of some 
75 feet, whilst the Putiuim. Miriam. Ledge. 
Lossy und other creek* can be utilized. 

Settlement—The valley was first entered 
by settlers last spring, and since then n 
number of records have been filed, and 
notwithstanding the difficulty of reaching 
their claims some Improvement* have been 
made,*trad all are most favorably Impressed 
with their location*. 

Kettler»-On meeting Mr. Ndsoit, premier 
settler of the valley. I visited bis place 
and found him most favorably titiuMed. 
and having done a good deal of hard work 
upon his place, wltb a comfortable cabin 
nud stable built: several acres of meadow 
grubbed Ibis spring; hi* garden, consisting 
of potatoes, turnips, lettuce, pen* and other 
vegetables, showing n splendid growth dnr- 
ing our few day's stay In Ihe valley. 

At Mr. (’hrlatle's. our next point comped 
at. we found a more numerous collection 
of vegetables and small fruits bad been 
planted, and all looking equally well. Here 
l found hop*, planted this spring, doing 
remarkably well; Imported KnglUh dwarf 
bean* In full blossom on July 1: Imported 
Kngllsb gooseberries, raspberries, straw¬ 
berries. mint and rhubarb, all doing well; 
peas. Imported variety, on* mas* of blootn. 
four varieties of cabbage, and turnips, car¬ 
rot*. onions and potatoes. Taking Into 
.on side ration the fact that the above wef 
pi-m ted upon new and uncultivated soil, 
It furnished a proof of the capaMlIt*** 
of tbe soil there, lo addition to this garden 
Mr. Christie has sown, between his mead¬ 
ow land and higher paatnre*. some 45« 
jmtiiid* of tame grassea ami clover. 

At Mr. ('urtwright's we found a healthy 
looking garden, with the usual assortment 
of vegetables and some four acres of 
wheat, sown thl* spring, doing wonderful¬ 
ly wdl. considering that the seed had b.*e*» 
simply raked In. the brad having received 
no other cultivation. 

A alight suspicion of frmt was notice¬ 
able on May 2Dth. but not of a sufficient 
amount to ilo Injury to cereals The fn «l 
was prevalent throughout portions of the 
bottom lands of the Lowe*' Okanagan on

The Two Men Who Killed Cguttler 
Dorsey, of Wlcbll » nre 
Strung l T p 


It Waa Em»y Work, and the Prison¬ 
ers Were Heady for the 
Occasion. 


Wichita Falla, Tex.. Feb. 27.—Th • 
two men who attempted to rob the City 
national bank and killed t'nahkw Dor 
*my Tuesday, were lynched. The Juil 
was garrisoned by six rnnjfen* und - • 
vpwial deputies all dny. The local ail- 
thoritit** were in coimutinlcathm with 
Uoveruor Culberson anti the state niili 
tia were expected here to protect the 
prisoner®. District Judge 6wr*» Mil¬ 
ler allowed the ranger* to go home. 
They were worn nut with hard riding 
nnd nt 4:30 p.m. left f«tr their head¬ 
quarters nt Quanah. The funeral of 
Dorsey, tbe murdered cashier, occnrn-«l 
nt 3 o'clock, nml the laog pnveaslon of 
carriages and the grief of tbe wldon 
and three orphan* wakened the fires 
that had been smouldering all dny ami 
there was ominous activity apparent on 
tbe stroeta. At dark tbe atrects 
were !H>arly deserted nnd it l*egan to 
Is- whispered that the fire liell would 
lie btnrd at night. All understood 
this was to announce that preparation* 
for the lynching had Us-n completed. At 
*.) o’clock the fire Ml rang ont nnd poo 
pic could Ik? sccu «-«*miug from every 
where. Everybody went toward tlu* 
Jail. When tlie crowd had reached the 
steps lending Into the yard they found 
District Judge Miller, Attorney R. E 
Huff and District Attorney Carter 
waiting for them. Judge Miller and 
Hnff addressed the crowd, urging the 
abandonment of tbe lynching. A voice 
from the crowd said: "Think of the 
MoihI of poor Dorsey.” Miller replied 
"If iss»r Doracy could speak to you to¬ 
night he would join with me in a*kbiA 
yon not to commit this great wrong.” 
Another voice rang ont: "Thiuk of tin- 
poor widow.” "Tlu- jKior widow.” said 
the judge, ”hn« already oaked that you 
nbstuin fn»m violence nnd allow the 
law to take its course.” 

Cries from the crowd such a* "Choki 1 
him off” folloMfed. hot the crowd hesi 
la ted. * They lacked organization and 
needed n leader.

Mr. Huff moved that » rcajiectful ad¬ 
dress be presented to Hi» Honor the 
Ueuteunnt-titiverinir. praying him to 
urge ni»ou the Dominion government the 
necessity of immediate stops betag taken 
to protect the Minks of the Cowlchan 
river, so as to prevent 'flu* great dam¬ 
age caused by the overflow. 

In support of this resolution Mr. Huff 
said he was merely currying out the 
pulley of bis predecessor, Hon. Theodore 
Davie, lu this connection. 

Hot*. Mr. Turner spoke in favor of the 
motion, which was passed. 

STATUTE REVISION- 

Mr. Semllu moved that it Is the opiu- 
iou of this house that more than one 
commissioner should have been appoint 
ed for tbe revision of the statutes. Thai 
nny changes from the law ns it at pres¬ 
ent stands, suggested by the commis¬ 
sioner. should have been first submitted 
to this house, and should not have been 
included in the revision itself, until am! 
only so far as such proposed changes 
bad bceu adopted by this house. And 
that proper precaution should he taken 
by tbe government to ensure tbe work 
being done nt the least expense com¬ 
patible with the importance of the 
work. 

Mr. Semlin, in bringing forward this 
resolution, did not wish to make the 
smallest reflection on the eminent gen¬ 
tleman at present composing the com¬ 
mission, but it would have been better 
to have hud a stronger commission. Iu 
former works of this kind there had 
been two or even three gentlemen form¬ 
ing the commission. Now’ there is a still 
more important duty to lie performed: 
not only that of consolidation, hut revi¬ 
sion. ITndcr this commission the com 
mUudouer incorporates into the revision 
certain amendment* which he wishes to 
see iu the revision. Mr. Sezulin did no* 
wish to vpcsk at any length at present, 
though if there- should be nuy discus¬ 
sion or opposition be would claim the 
right to reply. Hh simply invited db»- 
<-ussioit to ascertain If a stronger and 
more satisfactory commission could not 
Is? appointed for the revision of the 
statutes. 

Hou. Mr. Turner did not consider the 
resolution a necessary one. As to thi 
first part of the resolution, Hon. Mr. 
Turner would not discuss it now lie- 
cause it wa* n matter that the govern¬ 
ment have already under consideration. 
As to the statement about making 
changes in tbe law, without Mdng sub¬ 
mitted to the bouse, that, Mr. Turner 
said. was incorrect, us it was stated by 
the Attorncy-tt«Hicrnl that auy change* 
in the law would be submitted to the 
house. Regarding the matter of pro¬ 
per precaution* befog taken to have the 
work done at the least possible expense, 
of course that was a fact that tne gov¬ 
ernment would naturally lake into con¬ 
sideration. On the whole the premier 
considered the resolution not oniy un¬ 
necessary, but mischievous, because it 
was misleading. 

Mr. William* said that what the mov¬ 
er of the resolntiou contends is that be¬ 
fore the statutes are rent down to the 
hutisf, tbe proposed amendments should 
Im> brought down to the house in tbe 
shape of a bill; then let the house pas* 
upon those amendments, and If they 
IMXHed it would )>o a direction to the 
commissioner to insert them in the act. 
But, iu fact, the commissioner ha* pre 
sitmed to make law, whereat* his duty i« 
to consolidate the law. Then the At 
torney-Gcnernl's proposition that after 
member* of the house had looked Iuto 
this volume of revised statutes during 
the recess, and then pass them holns 
bolus next session, was absurd. Aa re¬ 
gards then* being more than one com¬ 
missioner, Mr. Williams was very glad 
:o see that the government hud arrived 
at o knowledge of the fact that they 
had made a mistake In ai>- 
pointing only one commissioner and that 
they were now considering their error. 
In Ontario tt he re had been thirteen com¬ 
missioners appointed, comprising all th.- 
judge* of the supreme court and several 
eminent legal gentlemen, aud In Man! 
tobn there b.vl been three commission¬ 
er* appointed. Another very nectmgry 
|K)rtion of this resolution was that the 
house should hnve some knowledge of 
what the coat would bo. At the prerent 
rate there is a possibility that the cost 
will run up to |90,000 or $40,000. There 
had already been some *5tmo paid out 
io the commissioner and the house had 
virtually nothing for it. Mr. William* 
considered the resolution a timely oue, 
ond he Imped the government would see j 
their way. without nny .reflection what- ! 
ever on the present commissioner, to ! 
have some limit as to tbe expense. 

Mr. 8?mlin remarked that ns the gov¬ 
ernment evidently proposed doing what 
this resolution asks, he could not reo 
wl»:tt objection they could have to pass¬ 
ing it. 

The resolution was put and lost. 

NAKl’Sr A SLOT AN. 

Mr Maepheroon moved that an order 
of the bonne be grunted for n return 
showing the rate per ton charged on 
freight for various classes of goods, 
express rotes, and the passenger rates ' 
rate for carrying Her Majesty's mails: 
Also the total sum* derived under each | 
of the different heads on the Nakusp A- j 
Sloenn railway, for tbe various period* ; 
for which returtis have been made. 

Hop. Mr. Turner said it was the In¬ 
tention of the government t,i I 
examine thoroughly into the revenue of ( 
this railway. His own impression was . 
that the government does not get whir 
they should from the railway. This 
won dune with the Shuswap A Okan¬ 
agan railway but unfortunately it was • 
shown in that mre that the government , 
had been paid $1500 too much. In the 
care of tbe Phnswnp & Okanagan rail- l 
woy the desire was to make the rate* | 
of freight as low as possible; but with 
the Xakusp Jfc Blocaii It was different. 
The government, however, wonhl roost 
rertainly take tin this matter after the ! 
session, and Mr. Turner was under the ■ 
Impression that thev would be able to ■ 
show that tbe C\ P. R. does get more. 

Mr. Rltbet thought the government i 
and the C. P. R. should fix the arbit¬ 
rary for that particular part of the 
rend and that the C P. R. should make 
their own rate for their own part of the 
rend. 

The resolution was passed.

HOSPITAL BOARD. 

Resignation of Hon. Dr. Helmcken Ac¬ 
cepted With Regret. 

A abort meeting of tbe director* of 
the Jubilee hospital wn« held 
last evening, President Dnvie* In the 
chair. In regard to the resolution of 
the board asking him to reconsider hi* 
resignation. Dr. Helmcken wrote us 
follows: ’*1 have received the resolu¬ 
tion agreed tu by the Ixmrd on the JLOtb 
lust., ond in reply thereto beg to state 
thnt for a loug time post by night and 
day I have desired to retire from my 
position ou the stuff. My retirement or 
resignation moat therefore be accepted, 
but my friendly feeling for tbe bospiul 
will ever remain—it is a glorious insti¬ 
tution." 

The resignation wax scented with re¬ 
gret. 

With a view to preventing the hospi¬ 
tal from being imposed upon by those 
able to pay, the com mi tee of the month 
was empowered to confer with Dr. 
Richardson, regarding outdoor patieuts. 

Rev. Canon Taddou, appointed by the 
Church of Kngtaixl to visit tl*e sick as 
chaplain on behalf of that church, asked 
to be allowed to place in the wards n 
notice to the effret that a clergyman's 
visit could be bad by request. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson it was de¬ 
cided to notify Canon Poddon that 
there 1* n rale grlilting the right to vis¬ 
it patients to the ministers of all de- 
itonimotion* at any hour, subject Co 
the resident inedicil officer's approval. 

I>r. O. M. Jones, who has charge of 
the medical ward, asked to be allowed 
l*» send to that word any surgical cure* 
of interest, provided the patient be eli¬ 
gible for free treatment, that may occur 
nmong the poor in his practice. He 
explained that according to the present 
arrangement. If he rent a surgical pa¬ 
tient to the hospital, it went oat of his 
linndo. 

Messrs. Davies, Ystes. Wilvro. 
Brnwn and Dwyer were oppolnted a 
committee to consider the question. 


aud also of tbe act of 1801. Under thi* 
net the laborers are entitled before ev¬ 
ery other lien holder for one month's 
wages, if tiie owner of the building is 
shown to lutve been lax in hi* duty of 
seeing that a contractor ho* carried oat 
the contract fully. This la nn improve 
meat. Hon. Mr. Kberts also comidi- 
nientcd Mr. Helmcken on his improve¬ 
ment in the law relating to the proec- 
dare of launching liens. 

Mr. Sword, while conceding to Mr. 
Helmcken all the credit due him for the 
bill just introduced, yet was wholly op- 
pi*scd to giving the material man the 
benefit of tbe lion act. It seemed to is* 
overlooked that the very nature of a 
lien is nn exceptional remedy. Tbe 
material man can renk :»* an ordinary 
creditor and ha* hi* regular remedy at 
law. He is not to be compared with 
the h.borc-r. for it Is apparent to any 
one that the man who has to depend 
for bi* livelihood on his labor, and bus 
no other capital, is not iu the same |»o- 
sition to help himself a* the man who 
ha* goods for sole. With regard to 
flM technical portion -*f tbe ICt, Mr. 
Swonl, ns a layman, would not attempt 
to criticize it, hut be understood tbit 
tbe principle embodied in the bill is to 
grant legislation to the materinl man, 
and Mr. Sword, for his part, on *h«t 
account, would have no hesitation in 
voting against the second reading of tile 
bill. 

Hon. Col. Baker said the bill gave the 
first lien to the lalxuvr for his wage*, 
and it wa* not until tbe workingman 
hod been paid that the material man 
could come In. 

Mr. Kcmlin reviewed the legislation in 
this connection, and said so far lie had 
heard uo complaint against the law now 
in force, and he thought that the set 
fully itcrfnrm* its mission is* far as the 
laboring man la concerned. The art now 
proposed was intended to benefit rhe 
material man. Now tbe material man is 
supposed to he some one of some snb- 
siniioo. a man who tun take care tf 
himself. The object of n mechanics’ 


arrange ho that the working man can 
avoid getting into litigation. It was tbe 
first duty uf the house lo do so. The 
right of keeping bud ten per ceut. had 
l*K*u retained, ami Mr. Helmcken felt 
that in the loug run this would be found 
to be a just protection. In legislating 
in thl* particular way, Mr. Helmcken 
had endeavored to keep properly in 
view the relation which should exist be¬ 
tween nn honest man who gives a con¬ 
tract to an honest contractor. Mr. 
Helmcken also spoke of the injustice 
done (he working man by an owner 
giving n contract for a price which he 
must know was tot sufficient to pay for 
!lw \\<«rk. To peet this a provision had 
been inserted providing that, while the 
owner is liable for the foil amount of 
the contract price, yet he will not Is* 
compelled to pay that amount to the 
contractor until he was satisfied that 
ell the outstanding bill* in connection 
with the building wen- aatUfncorily ne- 
countod for. so thnt it is known thnt the 
money reaches the proper hands. An¬ 
other feature of the bill is to prevent 
the iM«sihility of the contractor and the 
owner entering into such a contract ns 
will ’prevent the sub-contractor from 
taking advantage of the provisions of 
tbe act. thar is to any. that while the 
owner nnd contractor may agree to any¬ 
thing lietween themselves, yet a con¬ 
tract of that kind shall not affect the 
nub-contractor, so as to prevent him re¬ 
alising his full benefits. Another bard- 
shin of the net now in force is the sob* 
jurisdiction of the county court in tin* 
matter of mechanics' lien claims. It 
would be in tbe recollection of some 
member* of the house that o claim in¬ 
volving the large sum of $800,000 wn« 
disposed of before a o-.iuty court judge 
in the district of Kootenay a short time 
ago with scarcely a* much argument as 
is taken *wer an ordinary ease. Mr 
Helmcken al*o |w»inted out that under 
the art of 1801 R was doubtful, nntll 
decided otherwise by the late Chief Jus¬ 
tice. whether the material man had the 
light of Hen. This decision was fol¬ 
lowed by Sir Henry Crease, but if wa* 
reversed by the court of appeal, who 
held that under thnt net the material 
man had no Hen. It was the intertlun 
♦o make the bill apply to nil contracts, 
not merelv contracts of $50 and over, 
because the exnerionce was that there 
wa* more trouble over small than large 
eoirtrfcctu. It was further Intended

A BURNING BALLOON. 


MU* Essie Viola, the ytrnnt; Aiwmuuui 
aeronaut. ha# passed through some •»- 
poru-mvs that would rook© the hair or 
mauy a strong mail turn white, and. m 
fuel, greatly shorten, if not entirely Ru¬ 
minate hi* existence. 

Bnt Mitw BUsie* eighteen year* rest 
lightly mi her shoulder*. and her hair, 
which la of n golden hue. ripples quiet¬ 
ly down her hack without the faintest 
suggestion of a litter thread in it. Her 
eye* ore of a grayish Mile, her :n>se 
turns up wtueily. *!«• has a trim figure, 
and a hand that portray* a sensitive 
and refilled disposition. Ami yet ihia 
young lady was no more disturbed when 
she was at an altitude of 2»HM> feet 
feet hanging on to a trapes* suspended 
to a parachute, and her balloon cnugnt 
Hre, than if she were at home crochet¬ 
ing. 

It was at Cyni|rfe. Queensland, that 
thin occurred, last April, and according 
to the Sydney Mail the scene was a 
most terrifying one for the aiiectatorrt. 
Jn*t at the Instant that the balloon was 
let go it swayed heavily about, aud, 
displacing the damper uaed for regulat¬ 
ing the fiaiue*. caught fire ns it shot 
Into the air. Mitt Millie, her sister, 
tried to seise her, but the intrepid young 
aeronaut would not he stayed, and ahe 
went up like a rocket. 

But she did not come down like a 
stick. Hanging by her feet she went 
nearly half a mile and then commenced 
to drift away from the river, from 
where she started. At this stage the 
balloon, which at the start was notic¬ 
ed to be on tire, become a Maxing mass 
extending toward the parachute. See¬ 
ing the situation of affairs, there whs 
intense excitement among the spectat¬ 
ors. The hnge tialloon descended liter¬ 
ally one mass of flames, with tin* frail 
girl waving her handkerchief in the 
most fearless manner. No help was |««- 
sible until the earth was reached. Down 
came the balloon ami was watched with 
intense anxiety, until the iuterveuing 
*rees hid the spirited young lady and 
her biasing chariot from view. Laiik 
before this numbers of people wen* fol¬ 
lowing her. to give all the possible as¬ 
sists nee and she was extricated from 
the burning mass as soon as ahe touch¬ 
ed the ground. On regaining a footing 
on the soild earth in a most nonchalant 
manner ahe requested the bystanders to 
try ami aavp her parachute. The bal¬ 
loon was utterly destroyed and the par¬ 
achute badly damaged. 

•*0, it doesn't amount to mneh. al¬ 
though the /pe<iple screwed up a jolly 
row about it,” she remarked, in n cur¬ 
ious Australian dialect this morning. "I 
knew- that the parachnte would get »ne 
back nil right, so what was the use 
of worrying? I have been tmllnoniug 
foe six yearn, and feel as much at home 
up In the air as I do down here. And 
the higher up I go the better I like it. 
1 wish to-morrow would come! I ban* 
not been up for so long that I'm just 
dying for a ride.”—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

But the groundless assertion 
which follow*, that I differ from the 
English reviaor*. appear* to be jmrt of 
bin fallacious argument that because 
Magna Charts, the oklmt statute uow 
extant, ia printe»i la the statute book 
of the realm to which It applies, it 
ought to appejr la a collection of the 
provincial acta of British Columbia. 

Mr. Sprout attempt* to convict me of 
ignorance of the law limiting the time 
for commencing suit* for penalties and 
forfeiture. To those who understand 
Mich matter*, the attempt l* ludicrous*. 
He i» not, as ft lawyer, a ffovman 
worthy of my* at col. What follow* may 
hare some bearing upon hia letter, but 
i» written without reference to it. 

One of the two now feature* oft he work 
under consideration i» the incorporation 
of English statute* with those of the 
province. The Commissioner say*: ' In 
those canes where the law i* now giv«-o 
by reference only to imperial Ktatuto<», 
the statute or law so formerly referred 
to Itself ba* been reproduced with nec¬ 
essary variation*.'' Now, the most irn- 
portant Instance of such legislation by 
tef« rence i* the “English Law Act*” 
which, n* it now stands, provides thnt 
•‘The civil laws of England, a* the mime 
existed on the 19th day of November. 
ISkift, and so far as the same are not 
from local circumstance* inapplicable, 
*ha!l be in f;~ce in all parts of Briti-h 
Columbia." Tho. civil law* of England 
comprise not only statute bnt common 
law: and they have never been codified: 
they ure scattered through many vol¬ 
umes; and their bulk is enormous. Is 
It credible that onr Commissioner ran 
consolidate and revise all these litre, 
deciding iu the thouaands of instances 
that arise w hat portions of them are np- 
pHcalib* and wlmt modifications are nec¬ 
essary? There have been arguments by 
able counsel lasting many day*, and 
lengthy decision* by learned judge* 
(who have sometimes differed), us to.a 
few of theoe point*. It is now prop o sed 
thnt. oue judge shatl decide the whole 
of them off hand and without argument. 

The effect of the consolidation, when 
completed, wonld lx* that no English law 
except Mich a* could lie found at -length 
in onr revised statutes would hare any 
effect in British Columbia. Suppose the 
CnimulMftioucr. who. after all. is only 
hnman. inadvertently omit* some Im- 
portant provision, or from Idiosyncrasy 
or conscientious scrnple* Introduces some 
important change in our system. The 
mischief done may he incalculable. 

It rnaj be said in reply thnt the leg¬ 
islature win revise the revision, and so 
prevent any such .mischief; but though 
(Ida may be true in theory it is not so 
iu practice. The attorney-general, if I 
remember correctly, estimated that it 
would require four months' constant sit¬ 
ting of the house to revise the first in¬ 
stalment: and certainly the two or three 
legal members could not afforil the time. 
What may happen in such a case ia in¬ 
dicated by a recent example. Then* i* 
a law known a* the Mortmain Act iu 
force in Eugland now. and in British 
Columbia up to n year Or two ago. It 
enacts that no land or money to be laid 
out in the purchase thereof shall Ge 
given or conveyed for the benefit of any 
charitable use whatever unless by deed 
executed twelve months before »he 
death of tiie donor and enrolled in chan¬ 
cery within six months after its execu¬ 
tion. The reason given for lh£ law tv a* 
that it was apprehended from experi¬ 
ence that ifcrsons on their death bed* 
might make large and improvident dis¬ 
positions even for pond purposes to the 
dishersion of their lawful heir*. The* 
danger is as great now in this country 
a* it is or even- was in Eugland; and so far 
ns I know no promincut public man has 
ever said a word against the law. But 
tlie other day. when this law was re¬ 
ferred to in the legislative asm-mldy. it 
was discovered, to the amasement of 
the members, thnt they had uncon¬ 
sciously replied it three years ago. The 
statute* show how cleverly It was done. 
In 1801 an act was passed to Incorpor¬ 
ate benevolent societies. Among other 
provisions in it was one, which might

COUNTS. 

To the Editor: I know tin? columns 
of the Times on* always open for the 
purpose of furnishing the public aoy 
and all information affecting the public 
interests. At the present time there are 
matters which very materially affect the 

labile, the manner in which the pub¬ 
lic moneys have been wasted and frit¬ 
tered away by the men who at present 
occupy the treusury benches across 
James Bay. a* shown by the public ac¬ 
count*, brought dowis to the legislature. 
The Colonist in a leader u short time 
ago stated: “It may bo said of the Col¬ 
onist that it was never ‘nursed,' and 
that it walked \vithout assistance from 
the start." The editor at the time of 
writing, no doubt thought no one would 
eycr know anything to the contrary, but 
a glance through the public accounts 
shows the Colonist to have received the 
people's money through their represen¬ 
tative* tin* government, ti> the snug 
sum of $5.724.<k\ and a further snip < f 
$5.00 for printing dinner bills of fore 
for Ooveniment House. and yet the 
Colonbt any* "we have never l*ecn 
nursed.” 

It I* n well understood rule that when 
n person ha* n permanent position nt a 
regular stated yearly salary thnt they, 
in consideration of receiving such a sal¬ 
ary. agree to give tbeir time and labor 
to the party so employing them. I 
think, sir, this rule should apply equally 
to government employe* a* to those em¬ 
ployed by private parties. Why should 
Superintendent of Education. Mr. H. D. 
Tope, who receive* a salary of $200 
month, t^o pakl a further sum of $175 
for acting a* examiner at the teacher*’ 
examinations, business belonging to his 
department. Again, l find the survey¬ 
or-general,? Mr. Torn Kalus. who re¬ 
ceives a regular stated salary of $liV>, 
receiving a further sum of $100 for act¬ 
ing as examiner. Laud Surveyor's Act, 
for sixteen days nt $10. Such expendi¬ 
ture of the public moneys shpuld not be 
tolerated. If theft officers are not sat¬ 
isfied to perform the duties required 
from them ns officers of the government, 
then let them step out and give way to 
parties as good or perhapo better than 
they who are willing to give vnlue for 
their salaries. 

I also find au Item of much interest 1o 
the public. Whin a innu is paid a big 
sum to act as rood superintendent, and 
instead of attending to his duties he is 
found devoting his time and attentions 
to Dominion politics* creating as much 
noise us any of the ao-colled obstruc¬ 
tionist*. it is of interest to know how- 
much the provincial government will de¬ 
duct from his salary for time spent at 
the recent Dominion election. I refer 
to Mr. W. H. Suyder. who receives in 
consideration of services rendered, $100 
o month for twelve months in the year 
and a further sum of $25 a month for 
travelling expenaes. Query: Where 
does he travel? 

I also find a further sum of $8.50 paid 
to (’has. Hayward for draping Parlia¬ 
ment House, death of Sir John Thomp¬ 
son. 

An item also appears which I am 
sure would not he appreciated by the 
gentlcmnn on whose accouut the expen¬ 
diture was incurred: he no doubt 
thought he was entertained by and at 
•he expense of his host, but the follow¬ 
ing aitpcars iu print; Hon. J. iCol.) Ba¬ 
ker. expenses entertaining Sir J. 
Horst. $«.«>. It does not say if it was 
for wine or what. 

When I drew your attention to the re¬ 
markable expenditure of $818.82 as a 
tribute of respect to Sir John Thoinie 
son, I did not intend to trespass any 
further on your space, but on looking 
further into the accounts, 1 find many 
items of great interest, and with y*»ur 
permisainti I will lay them before *he 
public, CITIZEN.
